Taft Says Six

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Senator 


Taft (R-Ohio) said today that as 
many as 18 U. S. land divisions 
may be sent to Europe unless con- 
gress limits the power of President 
Truman. 


The Senate Republican policy 


leader said in a statement pre- 
pared for the troops-to-Europe 
hearings that it would be "fool- 
hardy" to cqmmit even six Ai- 
visions to Western Europe's de- 
fense until the United States gets 
definite commitments on contri- 
butions by European nations. 


Terms It "Surrender" 


Taft testified before the senate 


foreign relations and armed serv- 
ices committees after John Sher- 
man Cooper, Republican adviser 
to the state department, said fail- 
ure by this country to provide foot 
soldiers for the North Atlantic de 
fense force might involve "the 
greatest-surrender in history." 


Asserting that administration 


witnesses had deliberately 
be- 


fogged the whole project, Taft said 
there is no doubt in his mind that 
the six American divisions Secre- 
tary of Defense Marshall said will 
be assigned to the Allied force un- 
der Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
are only a starter. 


Six to 18 Divisions 


Noting 
Marshall's 
statement 


that Europe will contribute "the 
major portion" of ground troops, 
taft declared: 


"This might mean an American 


contribution of anywhere from 10 
per cent to 30 per cent, from per- 
haps six divisions to IS divisions." 


He said that unless the United 


States gets definite 
assurances 


from other nations they will fill 
their quotas, "We should certainly 
not risk American divisions to pro- 
vide a hopeless defense." 


Truman Will 
Ask Hike in 
Postal Rates

"We believe the Fifth corps is 


out of food and ammunition," Al- 
mond said, "and that the shiny 
new Third corps—the hell pounded 
out of them—doesn't have many 
soldiers left."

Gen. Bradlev Reveals 250,000 


</ 


U. S. Troops Fighting in Korea 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Gen. 


Omar N. Bradley disclosed today 
that about 250,000 Americans, in 
all branches of the armed services, 
now are fighting in the Korean 
campaign. 


The chairman of the joint chiefs 


of 
staff, 
testifying 
before 
the 


louse armed services committee, 
did not give a breakdown of fig- 
ures for the army, navy, marines 
and air force. 


"Over in Korea," Bradley said, 


'There are approximately a quar- 
ter of a million Americans who are 
Fighting for this nation and our 
position in world affairs. 


The committee is considering a 


compromise military manpower 
bill which would lower the draft 
age to 18',£ years and set up ma- 
chinery for 
universal military 


service as part of a long range 
program. 


Bradley said world conditions, 


which caused the joint chiefs of 
staff to recommend a "partial mo- 
bilization" of 3,500,000 men, "may 
persist for 15 or 20 years." He said 
such a size force as has been 
recommended may have to be 
maintained for some time to come. 


The general said if the situation 


gets worse the figure may have 
to be enlarged. 


"We 
cannot 
maintain such 


forces by voluntary enlistments," 
he added. 


Besides providing huge mem- 


bers of men through the draft, 
Bradley said, there is an urgent 
need for a system that will pro- 
vide training of others through 
reserve components.

Okay Stopgap 
Extension of 
Rent Controls * 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


senate banking committee today 
approved a stopgag 90-day exten- 
sion of federal rent controls until 
June 30. 


Chairman Maybank (D-SC) told 


reporters the committee had au- 
thorized him to introduce an ejji 
tension resolution with the unde^ 
standing that hearings would be 
started next month on adding a 
federal rent control section to the 
defense production act. 


The hearings, he said, wiU be 


designed to determine what fed- 
eral rent control will be required 
after June to meet defense needs. 


Under present law, federal con- 


trols expire on March 31 excejj 
in communities that vote to con- 
tinue them. Communities that do 
so may remain under federal ceil- 
ings until June 30. 


The resolution Maybank will of- 


fer for his committee will reverse 
the situation. Federal rent ceil- 
ings will continue in effect until 
June 30 except in communities that 
exercise their option to get out 
from under them.

CHICAGO, (AP)—Illinois' civil 


defense planners are getting set 
for any form of enemy attack. 


<jj They have made the state'* civil 


defense health services program 
broad in scope and "sufficiently 
flexible in design to adjust to any 
kind of emergency." 


War may not come in the for- 


seeable future, the planners realize, 
but they're taking no chances. 
They're gearing the defense ma- 
chinery to cope with attack by 
gas, bacterial agents and sabotage 
as well as atomic bombs and radio- 


•fictive dust 


All Become Targets 


Even small towns and rural 


areas would become targets in 
biological warfare directed against 
animals and plants as well as man. 


But despite advances in scien- 


tific warfare, there is no known 
potential weapon that produces 
illness entirely new or mysterious. 
Careful advance planning, officials 
believe, can cut casualties sharply 


>$n any form of attack. 


Lenox R. Lohr, Illinois civil de- 


fense director, has sent to all 
local -civil defense officials detailed 
information on the part doctors, 
nurses and volunteers will have in 
the program. 


Their primary job will be to save 


the injured who otherwise would 
die. The program is based on self- 
help and mutual aid—rushing in 
assistance from outside a stricken 


•Area and removing the injured. 


A-Bomb Top Problem 


The A-bomb is given top atten- 


tion in the planning because no 
other known weapon has greater 
destructive potentialities. But de- 
tailed preparations for meeting 
other dangers have not been over- 
looked.

One possible weapon is nerve 


gas. This is considered the most 
'ikely form of chemical attack that 


^presently 
would 
have 
to 
be 


launched from faraway air bases. 


These poisons, in fairly minute 


quantities, paralyze the nerves 
that affect breathing and blood 
circulation. 


However, treatment is quite 


simple. The drug Atropine is 
highly effective 
in establishing 


quick recovery and will be sup- 
plied to first aid teams. 


Bacterial Warfare 


% The best defense against bac- 


terial warfare — a lightweight 
cargo that could be brought in by 
plane from far away bases — 
involves these steps: 


A constant public health depart- 


ment check on the incidence of 
communicable diseases, water and 
milk safety, insect 
and 
rodent 


control, a high level of community 
immunization against such dis- 
eases as smallpox and typhoid and 
prompt 
notification 
of health 


authorities of the appearance of 
unusual diseases. 


Injuries 
caused by sabotage 


could be cared for under the ar- 
rangements for coping with other 
forms of attack. 


A successful A-bomb attack on a 


single big Illinois city could tax 
the health facilities of the entire 
state and perhaps areas of sur- 
roundng states. 


The A-bomb dropped on Hiro- 


shima killed 80,000 and injured 
80,000 others. 


Not Enough Beds 


Throughout Illinois there are 


only 32,209 general hospital beds, 
almost all occupied with patients 
with average community illnesses. 


Plans call for expanding the 


state's entire hospital system ten 
fold in an emergency, using, pos- 
sibly tuberculosis 
hospitals and 


trained volunteers.

Jacoby on Canasta 
Big Pick-Up Pile Is Rare

"Both sides needed 90 points," 


relates a New York correspondent. 
"East and West had melded two 
nines, a deuce, and a joker. North 
and South had five unimportant 
melds on the board. 


"East froze the pile and It 


mounted up until there were nine 
wild cards in it, of which four were 
thrown by South. 


"North said that this showed 


poor Canasta strategy."He thought 
South should have held his wild 
cards to make a canasta. 


"Is this a sound opinion? Is an 


enormous pile full of wild cards 
an evidence that a poor quality of 
Canada is being played?" 


If that sort of situation comes 


about fairly often, I would say that 
a poor quality of Canasta is being 
played. 
It would be something 


like doubling and redoubling every 
hand at bridge. 


Once in a while, however, even 


among experts, a hand is frozen 
and becomes enormous. In the 
same way, at bridge, even experts 
sometimes play a hand redoubled. 


In short, you can tell something 


about the quality of your Canasta 
game by noticing how often you 
get such tremendous frozen piles. 
It should not happen very often in 
a really good game. 


In the case described by our 


correspondent, the chances are 
that South should have held his 
wild cards to make a canasta. With 
five melds on the table, it could not 
have been hard to get a base of 
four natural cards, add wild cards 
to make a canasta, and then meld 


turn, but did not actually take the 
card. He then wanted to take the 
previous discard. Can he do so? 


A—No. When he touches the top 


card of the stock he la committed 
to take that card. It Is too late to 
change his mind.

Cancer is on the minds of lots 


of people as a result of which 
many questions are sent to me, a 
few of which are answered today. 


Q—Could .one have cancer of the 


lungs, heart and abdomen and not 
know it but die suddenly? 


Mrs. M. S. 


A—Cancer is not one of the 


causes of sudden death. It seems 
hardly possible that someone could 
have such an extensive cancer and 
not know it. » » » 


Q—A year and a half ago my 


husband was told he had a cancer 
of the duodenum. 
He was not 


operated on but has continued to 
work every day, has gained weight 
and has a ravenous appetite. How 
is this possible ? 
-Mrs. S. M. 


A—The duodenum lies just be- 


low the stomach and is a not un- 
common location for cancer. In a 
case like this there are two pos- 
sibilities, I think. Perhaps your 
husband did not actually have a 
cancer at all or if he did the 
cancer may not have interfered 
with the emptying of the stomach 
or the digestive processes so that 
he has been able to get enough 
nutriment. 
* * * 


Q—My husband and I have a 


dear friend now over 40 years old 
who has been worrying about hav- 
ing cancer since his school days. 
He has stomach trouble but served 
during the last war in the Army. 


Could he have had a cancer all this 
time? 
Mrs: J. S. 


A—It seems that your friend has 


a bad case of cancerphobia—ab- 
normal fear of cancer. He should 
go to a physician hi whom he has 
confidence and have a complete 
examination, including X-rays. If 
nothing suspicions t» found (which 
is probable) he should make a real 
effort to forget this worry which 
must make life a torment for nun. 


* * * 


Q—I have recently noticed some 


white spots on my tongue 
and 


lining of my mouth. Could this 
turn into cancer ? 
—J. L. 


A—This is probably a condition 


known as leukoplalda. It should 
be treated at once by stopping 
smoking, and by medical measures. 
It is not cancer but can develop in 
that direction and should be taken 
as a "warning which If heeded in 
time can be prevented from caus- 
ing future difficulty. 
• » * 


Q—Can anything at all be done 


to prevent cancer? —Miss C. A. 
. A—This to the big question. 
With the exception of a few special 
kinds of cancer which are brought 
on by irritating chemicals or other 
special forma of injury to certain 
tissues there is not much which 
can be done today to prevent 
cancer. 
If we could choose our 


ancestors it would almost certainly 
help since a tendency to the disease 


seems to run In some families. 


Q—My mother has a cancer and 


we would like to try anything. Is 
there any chance that ACTH or 
cortisone would help? 


—Mrs. J. P. 


A—Temporary improvement is 


the best that has been reported so 
far from these preparations. As 
yet there Is no wonder drug for 
cancer.

Q—My brother developed a lung 


cancer several years ago and had 
one lung removed. He has been 
fine since. He used to be a heavy 
smoker. Could the smoking have 
had anything to do with this? 


—R. C. W. 


A—I can only say this: there 


have been several studies on the 
question, which suggest but do 
not prove, that there Is an associa- 
tion between heavy smoking and 
lung cancer. 
Some doctors have 


been sufficiently convinced to give 
up smoking themselves and others 
have not.

The case was founded on a 


report from the civil service com- 
mission to the foreign economic 
administration that Wheeler had 
been found ineligible for govern- 
ment employment according tc 
data gathered by the FBI and 
the civil service commission. Hil- 
mer was assigned by the F. E. A, 
to defend Wheeler. 


The civil service commission 


sent a report to the house com- 
mittee on un-American activities 
which said Hilmer immediately 
attacked tile commission, stating 
that the hearings were "un-Amer- 
ican and totalitarian." 
Hilmer 


demanded that Wheeler's accus- 
ers be brought to face him. The 
commission explained that the 
loyalty board had neither power 
of subpoena nor money to pay 
the 
transportation 
and 
other 


costs of witnesses. 


"Attorney Hilmer was abusivi 


all through the hearing," the re 
port said, "and at every oppor 
tunity would belittle the civil 
service commission, insult tb 
board members and attempt tc 
bulldoze the board." 


Hilmer formrly was assistan 


to Max Lowenthal, the mysteri 
ous, ubiquitous figure only re 
centiy introduced to public notic 
by Jonathan Daniels, one o 
President Truman's selfless sec 
retaries, in his Truman biograph 
entitle "Man of Independence. 
Daniels depicted Lowenthal as 
dominating personality who ha 
spotted a promising, or pliable 
character in the petty count 
commissioner from Kansas City 
Lowenthal had had a hand 
molding Truman's beliefs, whic 
abrupty turned radical socialis 
tic.

The committee let Lowenthal get 
away with this defiance.

Radio Announcer 


During the Czechoslovak revo- 


lution in May, 1945, which marked 
the end of the Nazi regime in that 
country, Dr. Kent was a radio 
tAnouncer for the Prague broad- 
casting station and broadcast on a 
ihort wave to the American troops 
in Europe and to America. After 
the war he was appointed lecturer 
at the graduate school of econom- 
ics of the Technical University in 
Prague. In 1946 he was elected to 
the board of directors of the 
American Institute in -Czechoslo- 
vakia which is the oldest and best 
JgurLn organization of Czechoslo- 
tOt friends of the United States. 


On the occasion of the first 


World Student Congress held in 
Prague in 1945 (with representa- 
tives of 45 countries present), Dr. 
Kent was head of the reception 
committee and the social depart- 
ment and had special charge of the 
American delegation. 


In 1946 Dr. Kent was granted 
t fellowship to Northwestern Um- 
f ersity. In 1948 he was granted a 
Scholarship which enabled him to 
ipend seven weeks in an Interna- 
tional Seminar at Lake Tahoe, 
California.

Mrs. Housewife 
Balks, Prices 
Of Meat Drops 
She Turns to Eggs, 
Macaroni to Ease 
Strain on Budget 
NEW YORK, (AP)—The high 


cost of living is taking a breather. 
For the first time in months it has 
halted its advance. And the prices 
of some foods, chiefly meat, have 
slipped back. 


It's probably no more than a 


breather while getting its second 
wind, but take what joy from it 
you can while it lasts. 


The chief credit Is being given 


to the housewife. 


"Consumers resisted buying the 


higher-priced cuts of meat enough 
to drop dollar volume in retail 
stores somewhat," says the Amer- 
ican Institute of Food Distribution. 


Meat Weakens 


"Beef cattle, hogs and lambs 


weakened as buying interest back- 
ed up. There were sriiall declines 
by dressed beef, pork and lamb." 


Th Associated Press wholesale 


commodity index reflects the drop 
in livestock prices. It took a sharp 
drop last week, the first since 
September. 


The 
government's 
wholesale 


pnce index of all commodities was 
halted on its upward climb for the 
first time in 18 weeks. 


Price controls apparently have 


had little to do with it. The con- 
sumer, faced by the frozen prices 
in the retail butcher shop, turned 
to the cheaper cuts of meat, or 
stocked up on eggs and macaroni. 


The meat industry has been tell- 


ing the consumer for a long time 
that it • was the unusual demand 
for the best cuts that kept them so 
expensive. 


Lockers Filled 


Wholesale meat dealers in sev- 


eral cities report their lockers are 
filled and retail food dealers not 
buying because the consumer isn't 


The food institute notes another 


working of the law of supply and 
demand. The housewife, turning 
away from the choicer meat cuts, 
bought so many eggs that she sent 
their price up. 


However, over the long range 


the prospect is still for higher 
prices. 


The price of food at the farm is 


not controlled. And as it moves 
higher, controls will doubtless be 
relaxed all along the processing 
and distributing road. 


Expect New Rise 


The pnce of non-food goods in 


the stores is also about ready for 
another step higher. Merchants 
will soon be allowed to take their 
customary mark-ups on goods 
they bought from suppliers at 
higher prices. An average advance 
of five per cent is expected in the 
prices of non-food items as a 
result.

DEAB DON: You asked about Dixon's chances in the upcom- 


ing state tourney eliminations and also about the other teams in 
this area. Well, in the few short weeks I have been In Dixon, th*s« 
are the impressions I have formed; 


DIXON'S DUKES ARE FAST when they wish to be and 


they almost have to be fast if they wish to be a threat. 
For they have no height—quite certainly not the kind of 
height desirable for the gruelling tourney trail coming up. 
Dixon has one big boy in Jim Mercer. He stands 6-3 and when 


say 6-3 I mean every inch of him is basketball player. Rumor* 


of hia great scoring records this season must have seeped that far 
South by this time, haven't they? But don't get the idea that all 
the big boy does is' score. He's the hardest worker on the team, 
and he grabs a flock of rebounds off both boards every tune Dixon 
plays. And Don, if you run into Mr. Jack Prowell down there, the 
guy who picks the all-staters I mean, kindly advise him that any 
squad he picks for this season will be a sham if this boy Isn't 
on it somewhere. 


As I was saying before I got sidetracked, Dixon lacks 


overall height, and it also lacks a consistent scoring punch. 
Usually the bulk of the Dukes' scoring Is divided between 
Mercer and Floyd Acker, a tough, driving forward. How- 
ever, the rest of the team has showed some promise hi the 
scoring department lately, and there is little doubt the others 
will have to continue this trend if Dixon is to go far in 
tourney play. 
THE DUKES CANT COMPLAIN too much about the draw 


they got in the Sterling regional. 
The form chart says they will 


have to beat Amboy, Sterling Township and Rock Falls to advance 
to the Moline sectional fracas next week. 


NOW 'DONALD, I REALIZE that past performances 


can quite safely be thrown out the window when it comes to 
picking probable winners at state tourney time. But here 
is how Dixon has fared against these three teams in earlier ' 
games this year: 
The Dukes defeated Amboy in the only meeting between these 


two teams, 68-46. And Dixon has enjoyed unusual success against 
its traditional rival, Sterling Township, this year, too. The Duke* 
stopped the Golden Warriors recently, 60-50, on the Dixon floor, but 
had to go all out to win in the Sterling Coliseum (where the regional 
is played) by a 44-41 count. 


As for Rock Falls, the Dukes took a bad pasting from 


the Rockets, 57-41, when the teams played in Rock Falls, but 
Dixon was able to sneak through with a 61-58 decision when 
they played on the Dixon floor. 
You asked about other teams to watch in this area. Right now 


the hottest team in the immediate vicinity is Mt Morris, an outfit 
that has won 19 of 20 starts this season; not against major compe- 
tition it's true, but the boys walloped Rochelle, 65-45, Saturday night 
and that isn't bad. 
IT IS UNFORTUNATE, but always true, Don, that too 


much of this tourney stuff depends on the luck of the draw. 
In other words, a good, but not great team like Ottawa, 
which could finished no better than a tie for second in our 
North Central conference, is a good bet to make the Sweet 
Sixteen from its own traditionally weak sectional. 
But even should Coach J, R. Worley's Mt Morris dub success- 


fully hurdle the Rochelle regional it will then face the hardly en- 
lightening prospect of getting by such teams as Freeport, West 
Rockford, East Rockford, DeKalb or Sycamore, depending on which 
clubs win the strong Freeport, Belvidere and Sycamore regionals.
